* Secrion 1. In all cases when the citizens of a county, County Agri-

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in

-Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

SEcTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 13, of the General
Laws of 1857, entitled “ An Act to provide for Town
Cemeteries,” is hereby amended so as to read as follows :
It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors of the
several towns of this State, when so instructed by a
vote of the electors of the town, at any annual town
meeting, to purchase in the name of such town, suita-
ble grounds, not exceeding ten acres, for and to be used
exclusively as a Town Cemetery, which said grounds,
or such portion thereof as may from time to time be-
